But we must press thia point a little farther. 
Tbe intercourse between a master and a slave, 
however kiud ami generous the former, au.l 
however pliant aud obedient Ihe latter, ia, ou 
llie one side, essentially dogmatical, atoolute, 
and lordly, ou the other side, cringing, servile 
and abject. Master aud fa rvaut, it is true, are 
correlate terms ; but not more so than t> raut 
aud alave. We may, iudrcd, have severe mas- 
ter* and mild tyrants, urly aervanl* aud agree- 
able slave*. Bul Ihtre is a law lesa absolutism 
on the purl of u slave muster, aud au uu re- 
stricted submission ou the part of hi» alave that 
couslilulo the essential aud differential attri- 
butes of the relation ; while there Is bul a lim- 
ited authority ou the part of an ordinary mas- 
ter, and reserved rights tin the pail of a lured 
servant, that compared wilh the former, reu 
ajafe the luller relation safe, virluouj aud hou 
orable. 

Moreover, the intercourse of tbe parties

There are various rumors afloat relative to the 
Ipsa of different persons.

Aud no doubt many aie lost who will never 
be inquired after, or thought of — atraogtrs, of 
u' . m there were many oa the box!* and iu our 
citv. 

U.e extent of the conflagration, from its begin- 
ning to in, terminal! m, takes in almost the whole 
of iwo blocks, which would be ahoiu oue mile in 
lei.flhby two ... width.
